By the courtesy of the late Dr. K.. Sakurai, the writer examined the type 
specimens of Dicranoweisia pumecicola and its variety longiseta. After careful 
examinations, the writer proposes here to reduce Sakurai’s species and variety 
as below: 

Weissia controversa Hedw. -Dicranoweisia pumecicola Sale. Bot. Mag. 
Tokyo 48: 383. 1934, syn. nov. 

Sakurai, no. 1724 Ijuin (Pref. Kagoshima), specim. typic. 

Weissia loitgidens Card.— Dicranoweisia pumecicola Sak. var. longiseta Sak. 
Bot. Mag. Tokyo 52: 468. 1938, syn. nov. 

Sakurai, no. 11260 Hitoyoshi (Pref. Kumamoto), specim. typic. 

Hence, we have only one species of the genus, D. crispula, which is 
distributed in the alpine region of Japan. 
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
